Rain weakened this assur- 
ance for the tent always leaked 
and the folks of the countryside 
preferred their own substantial 
shelters. The sudden precipitation 
of threatening clouds was her 
father’s greatest worry. If rain 
started while the performance was 
on he was forced into the heart- 
breaking experience of refunding 
money. 

The tent show had fairly good 
luck for a number of years, either 
just beating the rain into a town 
or coming in after Mr. Jupiter Plu- 
vius had packed off to the next 
stand. Then came a long stretch, 
(it went on for months) when the

tent would lay curled up in its cor- 
ner for weeks. Came the day when 
Miss Bennett bid farewell to the 
serenity of the convent and joined 
her father’s show, in an effort to be 
an asset instead of a liability.

“When players must constantly 
keep in mind that certain voice 
tones are not registering naturally 
and that certain allowances must 
be made in the pitch and inflection 
because of the imperfection in the 
recording process, they must of 
necessity sacrifice much of their 
speaking teehnique,’ she declares. 

“This condition,” says Miss Ben- 
nett, “handicaps the ability of the 
players to give their best perform- 
ance and results in unnatural tones 
from the screen. However, if the 
players know that the microphone 
under which they are working is 
faithfully and normally recording 

their speech, they are not worried 


over the thought of adjusting their 
voices to the vagaries of the re- 
cording apparatus and as a result 
give to the screen a perfectly na- 
tural performance and voice repro- 
duction.

“At least,” declares Miss Ben- 
nett, “that has been my experience 
in the past, but during the filming 
of ‘Recaptured Love’ the recording 
of my voice was so natural that I 
found that I could devote all my 
efforts to speaking in my character 
and not have to keep my mind on 
a lot of annoying restrictions.”

Traveling ‘“Mike’’ Solves 
Problem of Obtaining 
Unusual Camera Angles 


Warner Bros. Studio Officials Develop 
Unique Innovation in Sound Photography 


(Feature) 


ITH novel and unique camera 

angles of the silent screen vir- 
tually exhausted, motion picture di- 
rectors and cameramen are now 
giving their attention and study to 
photography on the basis of the 
microphone. 

According to John Adolfi, direc- 
tor of ‘“Recaptured Love,’ the 
Warner Brothers and Vitaphone 
production now playing at the 
Theatre, it was with no great effort 
in the days of silent films that di- 
rectors and cameramen conceived 
complicated and effective photog- 
raphic angles. Probably one of the 
greatest and most striking of cam- 
era shots, believes Adolfi, was that 
of a moving camera above the 
heads of players while they were 
in action, literally getting a bird’s- 
eye view. In fact, not restricting 
the elevated photography to mov- 
ing shots, there were scores of var- 
ied stationary angles that brought 
gasps of amazement from audi- 
ences. 


The Demon “Mike” 


With the advent of talking pic- 
tures the directors and cameramen 
were seriously hampered by a new 
_problem. Small as it is, the cylin- 
der shaped electrical gadget known 
as the microphone caused no end 
of mental agitation to the men 
behind the camera. 

This new demon known as “mike” 
preyed upon their prolific minds, 
but soon established himself as a 
necessary evil, and an evil, if it 
must be called, that was here to 
stay. 

It was, and still is “mike” that 
picks up the voices of the players 
and carries them to the recording 
apparatus. It hangs directly above 
the heads of the artists and at most, 
for distinct recording, not more 
than three feet. 

This restricted the cameras to 
horizontal angles. If they were 


moved just a little too high, “mike’”’ 


would be in the picture. As can 
readily be seen, elevated shots 
were impossible and it was a prob- 
lem indeed that directors and cam- 
eramen were forced to cope with. 


Solving the Problem 


Like most mechanical problems 
there is always. some likely solu- 
tion. Now Warner Brothers Holly- 
wood studios have developed what 
is claimed to be a unique and novel 
innovation in sound photography, 
which has vitally helped to elimi- 


nate the major part of sound pho- 
tography troubles. 

It is the “travelling mike.” In the 
past it was possible for the players 
to move about while under the 
microphone, but only for limited 
distances, and as the cameras could 
only be moved from side to ‘side 
the photographic angles were lim- 
ited. With the “travelling mike” it 
is possible to photograph large 
scenes, such as ballrooms and ho- 
tel lobbies. 

A good example of the new sound 
photography is effectively brought 
to the screen in several sequences 
of “Recaptured Love.” In one par- 
ticular scene, representing a crowd- 
ed ballroom of a large hotel, the 
camera remains stationary and it is 
the “travelling mike’ that moves 
from one couple to another pick- 
ing up individual conversations and 
sound effects. 


The Enemy Conquered 


The novel result is, in effect, a 
series of sound close-ups combined 
with:a long shot, instead of the 
usual camera close-ups and station- 
ary microphone. 

It is now possible for players to 
move about quite freely and feel 
that “mike” is within speaking 
distance, for the rotund little de- 
mon of talking pictures has been 
brought to task and, despite his in- 
jured dignity, he is moved here 
and there at will.

Something goes wrong and 
the scene is cut so that an error 
may be corrected, an unexpected 
noise eliminated. All of this gets 
on the actor’s nerves, especially 
when he is new to the camera and 
the microphone, and is apt to inter- 
fere with the smoothness of his 
playing. 

-“Rxperienced “players on the 
screen do not seem to be subject to 
this nervousness, so it is doubtless 
due mostly to the newness of the 
surroundings to a _ stage player. 
When the actor has done a gqod 
bit of work and the cameras and 
microphones have recorded it, it is 
set for all time and audiences all 
over the country see the actor at 
his best. If the film is kept for 
future years, then audiences can 
see and hear the actor’s best play- 
ing long after he is dead. That is 
one of the marvels of motion pic- 
tures, especially Vitaphone. talking 
pictures. It widens the actor’s fol- 
lowing not only throughout the 
country but throughout the years.”

THOUGH AN ACTOR 


An Interesting Talk on Pictures and 
Picture Acting by One of the Youngest 
Of the Stage and Screen Stars 


HOUGH young in years, Junior Durkin, who plays with Belle

Theatre, is old in experience, having made his stage 
“Some Night.” Consequently, he 


has been acting, on both stage and screen, for twelve years. The 


fact that he has been steadily climbing up in the acting profession 


entitles his opinion on naturalness in acting to consideration. 


“Acting should be fun,” 
Junior. “If the players do not get 
some fun out of acting their roles, 
they don’t feel the spirit of their 
parts and won’t be very natural. 


Like Child’s Play 


“Acting on the stage, and for the 
screen, is much like children’s play- 
ing at make-believe. At least, that’s 
the way it seems to me. If one 
thinks too much about how he looks 
to those watching him he becomes 
stilted and unnatural. It’s when a 
boy can throw himself into the 
make-believe playing of a game 
that he loses all self-consciousness 
and acts and talks with perfect na- 
turalness. 


“It is hard to keep from becoming 
self-conscious as one grows older 
and begins to wonder how he ap- 
pears to other persons—what they 
will think of his actions and his 
words, but to be a good actor it is 
necessary to forget all that+—to play 
at make-believe with all one’s 
might and forget as far as possible 
that others are watching him. 


“Acting on the stage and the 
screen is not quite so simple, of 
course, aS playing a childish game. 
Children make up their stories as 
they go. One cannot do that in a 
play or picture because the story 
has got to come to an end at a 
certain time, so there are authors 
and continuity writers to work out 
the plot in detail before the actors 
start acting. They’ve got to act the 
story as it has been written, first 
learning their parts—that’s what 
makes the actor self-conscious; the 
story doesn’t just bubble up out of 
their imaginations.

“But after they’ve learned their 
lines and the ‘business’ and re-

GERMAN DANCERS 
VOW TO AVOID

They 
present alluring pictures of the 
ease with which girls of the chorus 
can gouge money from wealthy 
idlers and tired business men, and 
furnish instructions in the way in 
which it can be done. 


Turn About 


“Can it be that our dramatists | 


and scenario writers are gold dig- 
ging the humble chorus girl, pre- 
senting her in a light not altogether 
true for the sake of the money that 
can be made from a colorful picture 
of conditions on the stage they 
have taught the public to believe 
are true? 


“There are gold digging chorus 
girls, of course. Everyone who has 
been in musical shows knows that. 
The character of Peggy Price 
which I act in ‘Recaptured Love’ is 
a truthful specimen of the species, 
but my point is that the metal- 
gouging chorus girl is the exception 
rather than the rule, dramatists and 
scenarists to the contrary notwith- 
standing.
